the P.D between the casc of the unit (+S00V)and the reflector (-150V). The klystron 
will draw chout 5 m. or so, peaking to 5 or 6 mi as the reflector voltage is 
adjusted. This peak will incre=se if 2 dipole is coupled to the cavity viaA/2 of 
feeder, and a simple crystal pickup using a CV102 will show some RF present. It mly 
remains to bolt the umit to the antenna, consisting of cbout 2' x 3° of perforated 
zine bent into a 60 degree “carmer". The reeciver local oscillator is identical; the 
mixer cavity is of 1" diam, vith 2 screw plug to tune over about 3 ems to 8 cms in 
“ength. 

Power supplies should be stabilised....CV7ls are the job; the reflector does 
not draw any current. fn SCR522 mod transformer (6d) in a votage doubler circuit is 
qiite handy. ind finally, there cre two sorts of CV67s on the market. One has a 
gloss rod support for the reflector, and the other appcars to have almost an electron 
gun as a reflector. The latter Secm to be a bit better. Modulate in the reflector 
lead via a cathode follower. Shout 10V drive will do.

NATIONAL AMATEUR TELEVISION TR‘MSNITTERS' CONVENTION 1951 


The Convention was held in the very plcasant surroundings of the CBA 
building in Shoftcsbury Averme, London, the veme of the Tclevision Society 
meetings, and by oll accounts, ws a great sucecss. ‘lthough we did not have a 
very large attendance, it is significant tht no less than 16 members come more 
than 100 miles to be present for the doy. 

In the morning, great activity by the early-comers enabled the stands to 
be put up, and the various bits of apparatus to be installed and tested in time 
for the mecting to open at 10.50, with GSCVO in the chair, obly assisted by P\fZXx 
of the Groningen TV group. After grecting the members present, CVO read out the 
conditions of the TV licence, =nd invited comments from the audience, Many points 
were raised, and in particular a resolution proposed by Nr Bishop and scconded 
by Mr Rose G SBLV to the effect thnt the royalty demnded by the GRO ws grossly 
excessive ond would tend to discourage transmitting cctivity wos passed 
unanimously. (Sec separate article on licence conditions). 

A discussion of stcndards followed. By the terms of the licence, some of 
these are already fixed, since the apparatus must be of such o nature that the 
transmitted signal is capable of resolution @m a standard TV rx. However, the 
matter of the video polarity to be redommended caused some lively comment, some 
of the speakcrs being GSETI, Grant Dixon, PAgZX, Mr Onkley and Mr Davies. It was 
agreed to recommend the use of positive modulation on the microwave bands, and 
to leave the 72 cm band undecided for the moment. The use of double sideband 
horizontally polarised transmissions ms =lso ogrecd upon. Standards for colour 
will be left open for the time being. 

The Chairmn then eilled upon ir De Worrd, PA@ZX, to say a few words 
about the gencral situation in Holland, and this he did in a few well chosen 
sentences. Tne Chairmn thanked i De Waard and all those present for their 
support, and expressed his thanks to the CE’ for the use of their Council 
Chamber. Mr Fred Rose then proposed 2 vote of thanks to the Chairman for hid 
work on behalf of the Club, and the meeting ws then closed. 

The cquinment on show ws soon surrounded by crods of interested members, 
Fred Rose's telestill unit in particular being the object of moh admiration. For 
the duration of the shaw, Pred <=s hoard put to kecp cxolaining the details, and 
showed some very finc pictures under surprisingly bright cxtrancous light condx. 
George Short drove dow froa Ierwich with his Iconoscope unit and >ulse generator, 
but owing to lack of < mmitor unit was unable to demonstrate it in action. 
Nevertheless, scveral rather unorthodox bits of construction involving chromiun 
hendlight refector rings (lens turret) and Woolworth's towel rails (handles) 
in addition to the very neat layout of the unit showed the shape of pictures to 
COME. . eee 

Grant Dixon brought his latest pulscr up from Ross-on-Wye for the day, 
together with a neat SSum Milmstrip gate for tclestill work. Other gear on vic 
included 420 me gear ee > 15 c@@ t& and converter (G3CVO), video preamps and 
45 mo AM/PN IF strip (GSC70). 4 display of photos of the gear of GSETI, SMSTT, 
G2DUS ond Messrs Watts and Bellany, and a large sclection of photos of tho PApTV 
section at Groningen concluded the amtcur display. Messrs EMI showed on Buitron 
camera tubé, and the latcst 11 stage photamltiplier tubc, plus a selection of 
photographs and some literature. The Television Society had a stand, and Mr Clack 
was in attendance most of the dy. The Short Wave Listcncr had some copics of the 
SWL on show. A stand dcvoted to "C}TVW" had back copics of the mgozine on show, 
and these procuced plenty of enquirics at the BIC stand. On sale at the latter 
were oll Club requisites such as subscriptions, WIs, badges, notepaper, membership 
certificates, ctc. Test frames of film were also available.

JIT OF MODIFIED 4Q3/4 RaDAR JAMMER MODULATOR UNIT

Those of you who were able to attend the Convention saw a replica of Tony's 
original transmitter constructed by GSCVO. This unit is capable of producing about 
250 milliwatts on 15 cms, which combined with 2 60 degree corner reflector of some 
15 dBs gain, is quite sufficient for @ S9 signols over an optical poth. 

The transmitter heart is a surplus CV67 klystrom, not so readily available 
as before, but still in some units. Severo] methods of using these tubes on the TV 
bands have been put forwerd in past editiong of C?-TV, but the present one combines 
simplicity with efficiency and ease cf construction. Basically, the kKlystron is 
running in a 3 wavelength coaxial cavity, which is then mounted right alongside the 
antenna; at .these frequencies any feeder system except good waveguides is OUT. 


pak aie: 
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A rough diagram above shows the idea. Remove the existing brass cavity 
from the klystron, and, with a smell peir of scissors, snip the top copper seal 


there is plenty of copacity present. The inner conductor is a piece of copper 
tube o sliding fit. over the CV67. Some tubes vary in diam, but 1§" dia sHould do 
and 3\/4 long, i.e about 9 cms. 

Silver plated copper is the stuff, of course, but tarnished brass or cven tinplate 
does nicely (try 2 Glucose tin for size). Polished sides of both tubes face into #c 
the cavity. Solder one of the origincl rings to the fingers of the outer tube, 
having sweated some bolts to it f¥st. A metal plate with a hole for the reflectar 
lead goes on the other end. Get the thing as squared up as possible, or there 
may be a danger of cracking the tube when inserting it or clampin: it in. 

Tuning is done by screwing in or out ome of the original tuning plugs, 
the cold end of the assembly. Fine tuning is done by moving 


a wind, 
voltage pickup via a probe at the hot end finishes the unit. 
Connect up as show for test purposes. 600v HT (5mA), 4V AC and a vriable 
bios supply giving 0-150V will do. Stick 2 meter in the anode lead, and watch To P2

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4. PULSE GENER TOR UNIT POR THE SEGIINER By Grant Dixon. 


The following cireuit is the result of mech trial and error, and is still 
by no means perfect. It is offered in the hope that ig «rill help the beginner, and 
draw some helpful comments from the more enlightened. 

Points to note are (1) 2 complete bla xing pulse of 9 duration greater then 
the sync pulse is produced. This means that the rester on the scanning tube is 
exactly the scme size -s the picture transmitted, and the photocell gives no output 
luring the syne pulse period. 

(2) By inserting a resistor in the sccond cathode of V4, a 
positive line pulse ean be cbtaincd ond uscd instead of thet fron V3 (Scc ect ding). 
Owing to the “fall to mro carrier level" ccourring later in this oosc, the top 
few lines of the picture are apt to wobble. Thus © short pulse from V5 is used to 


trigger V4, ond this vulse is inserted in the franc, speervels 
Lins Pours 


TIT ERLE Vv 


Strictly, these inserted pulses should be at 20 ke/s to roach the BBC wavefcrn, 
but the 10 Kes ones work perfectly, and have the aaeaor of not showing up os a 
bright white line down the centre of the picture should they scnchow get into the 
video. 


(S) The relntive amplitudes cf th pulses are controlled 
by the cathode resistors. 


(4) The two syne cutputs and the blinking are fed through 
individual screened ecble in 2 cammcn covering to the seanning tube. 


(5) The entire unit is run from a regulated HT supply, using 
the usual series valve circuit. 


(6) Purther experiments might be m-de along the following 
lines: use of flip-flops, and use of exthode coupicd n/vs. If you do improve on 
the circuit, please let Grant Imov......cxperientia docct!
